2. Claims 28-54 are allowed. 

3 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 28-54 are allowable over the prior art of record because the art of record does not 
disclose nor render obvious a sensor of a non-electrical variable, the output voltage of the sensor 
is supplied to the ramp generating circuit, the mathematical sign of the transmission behavior of 
the ramp-generating circuit is controlled by a switching signal whose flanks correspond to zero 
crossing s of the output voltage of the sensor, in combination with the rest of the claimed 
limitations.
